Ret: I've compared your lyrics 
from J>ag Nasty and .Down By 
l r iw and it seems like your a lot 
more relaxed and optimistic. 

Dave: Yeah definitely, a lot of 
people have said that there's a 
big change between the first 
album and "Blue', that "Blue" !s 
more sad, or less optimistic 

Ret: Morose! 

Dave: Morose, yeah, yeah. I'd 
say it's more morose and sort of 
thoughtful, but it's not really any 
more pessimistic. I think all of us 
are doing something with our 
lives, rather than sitting around 
ana going to a job that we hate 
ana never doing anything else. 
We might have jobs that we 
hate also, but we're still out here 
going to shows, playing music, 
ana making fanzines, ana that's 
all contributing to this whole other 
way of life that our parents never 
had. 

Ret: how do you think the ideals 
of the hard— core kids of the early 
80s have changed*? 

Dave: I don't think they've really 
changea. Hara-core has gotten 
a lot bigger. We've already got 
a place in NJ pretty much sola 
out, and we're playing tomorrow 
night at Irving Plaza in NY which 




is a big, huge place. In the 
early day, like DYS, that was 
never even a concept, we were 
happy to get anything we could, 
where ever it was. 

Ret: Kinda like us now. 

Dave: But you have the 
potential to keep growing, 
whereas in the early days, 
that was never an option. 
No-one wanted to book 
hard-core bands, no-one 
wanted to book SxE bands 
'cos no beer drinkers would 
come in and buy liquor at 
the bar. Now they're wise 
enough to say, "Well, we 
might not make as much 
money at the bar, but 
there's gonna be 10 times as 
many kids.' Things have 
changed that way for the 
better. 

Ret: You're still straight/? 

Dave: Yeah 

Ret: Why did you pick PYJS 4 ? 

Department of Youth jServices. 

Do\/e: Well that's the juvenile 
detention facilities in 

Massachusetts. There was a 
whole series of articles in the 
paper that the DYS was really 
poorly run and female juvenile 
delinquents were getting 

assaulted ana rapea, ana the 
guys were getting killed. We 



thought that was the 
ultimate irony, all this evil 
stuff would be going on in 
a correctional facility. So 
we called it DYS. 

Ret: Were your parents 
supportive 4 ? 

Dave: They were always 
supportive, but they always 
wanted me to finish my 
I education, and I don't 
blame them for that at all, 
I did, I went through 
I college. They're more 

supportive now, because 
they know it's my life.. I 
hate to use the wora, but 
It's my career, that's what I do, 
I'm a musician. They come to 
accept it. 

Ret: how far did you go in 
school 4 ? What did you go for 4 ? 

Dave: I took some graduate 
school courses, but I never 
finished that. History and Political 
Science, I'm real interested in 
that kinda stuff. 

Ret: That's cool. I just read the 
history of the war of 1811 for fun, 
but I didn't understand some of 
Napoleon's strategies. he was 
messed, he planned ahead too 
far, and he was too determined on 
achieving his goals, he never saw 
his own mistakes. 




Dave: But he was ateo brilliant. 
You can always learn something 
from those guys, but it also gives 
you more perspective. When I 
went to Ranee, I was able to 
say, "Woah, this is where 'X' 
happened, or T happened." 
Waterloo was Is Belgium, and It 
was great when I went there, 
'cos I read about it, and I knew 
a little bit about it. It's kinda 
neat to know that kind of stuff. 

Ret: Do you like jDbwn By 
Law the best, out of all the 
hands you've heen inQ 

Dave: This is certainly the 
band I've stayed with the 
longest, but best is a reclty 
weird word. I liked all my 
bands, I wouldn't have 
done them if I didn't love 
them and believe In them 
100%. Each band haa it's 
own special thing to it, ana 
there were different reasons 
why I left each one. I 
don't know what's going to 
happen with Down By Law, 
but so far, it's going great. 
I'm getting lots of nice 
letters, and the reactions 
from the crowds have been 
really, really good.

I have no 
problems about that, actually, 
I encourage it, as long as 
you're watching out for the 
person you're jumping on. 

Ret: A while ago in Boston, 
all the big, tough, macho kids 
went to the shows j'ust to beat 
people up.

Dave: I guess just thanks to 
everyone who supported us and 
believes in us, 'cos we're never 
gonna let you down. As long as 

I'm aoing music, it'll be 
something you 'can trust. 




Ret: Actually, did you ever get 
made fun of in school*? 

Dave: Not really, It was kind of 
weird. I went to an ail boys 
Catholic high school, and I was 
the only punk rocker there, and 
for some reason I got lucky as I 
was somewhat cool. I was in 
student government, and I got 
elected to all these stupid things.
